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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6-9, 11, 12, 14-16, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Capozzi et al (US 5,1 16,315). 

Capozzi discloses a syringe system having a housing 14, a discharge nozzle 58 
housing a plurality of conduits having exit openings, and a deflector assembly 20 
having a deflector plate 77 positioned at a distal-most end of the housing. 

3. Claims 1, 5-9, and 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Redl (US 6,620,125). 

Redl discloses a fluid delivery system having a housing 1, a discharge nozzle 9 
housing a plurality of conduits having exit openings, and a deflector assembly 
having a deflector plate 14 positioned at a distal-most end of the housing. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2 and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed November 22, 2004 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

The claims do not distinguish applicant's invention from the references. The 
words "juxtaposed alignment" means side by side, and it can also be interpreted as 
adjacent. Side by side does not give any sense of direction or position (parallel 
perpendicular, etc) in the claim. The examiner suggests the use of parallel to describe 
the exit openings and the deflection plate. It is suggested a description that set forth 
that the exit openings are parallel to the plate and that both are in an angle. 
Furthermore, the words "short distance" is a relative term that does not give a precise 
position between elements from one point to another. The references meet this 
limitation.
